Polttlos Forty Years Ago.

JVorty years ago anything like the 


nnti-ku-kltuc legislation 
was un- 


known. Though that far back in 
what is called "good old times" tho 
very respectable old Whig party, 
"old silver grays," nnd the irreprean- 
ible Jackson Democracy did not 
eornple at acts which would now be 
conuidered at least reprehensible if 
not unlawful. 
Lines were drawn 


very closely, and the modern citizen 
cannot conceive of the extremes to 
which partisan acts were carried. 
The good old Whig could not drink 
bis toddy in a bar kept by one of 
his opponents, and the unterrified 
Democrat, who was then and is still 
supposed to be the only citizen who 
drinks mean whisky (this ia a mis- 
take, however,) would go thirsty for 
half an hour rather than imbibe the 
fluids dispensed by a Whig. It was 
considered eminently patriotic to 
brick hat the other side, whichever 
side that was, when they glorified a 
candidate with the bright glare of 
torches, preceded by a drunken bratw 


band. 
For days before election 


each party vied with the other in se- 
curing the efficient services of the 
"bruisers" of the town, whose duty 
it was to intimidate the quiet citizen 
or kick up a row. 
The party who 


secures these roughs, if those wor- 
thies did not sell out to tho other 
side, generally carried tho election. 
The "independent voter" was * very 
valuable auxiliary. Then as now he 
sometimes held the balance of power, 
but to be certain with which side ho 
would cast his weight and lip the 
beam, be was cooped up in the out 
building of a groggery, kept obfus- 
ticated with rum, and when election 
day came marched to thu ballot-box 
and voted as a free American citizen 
for Ihe party that had bought him, 
Things have changed in 40 years— 
yes, in 25 years. A single white vote 
law coBHed to huva a value: the great 
party has a shorter method, simply 
to count out the other side. To lock 
up or intiinidote a colored voter is 
ku kluxisiu, and he who attempts 
any fan of that kind will tiud that be 
is on tho short road to Ihe state 
prison.

A Sermon to Young Men Delivered Bun- 


day by Rev, aeo. B. Voeburgli. 


The folloginu is a ooudonucd report of 
sermon preached in the Baptist church 


)>• tho pastor on Sunday evening. The 
text was iu !2d Samuel, 18th chapter and 
Oth verse: 
Although tho times in which Absalom 


ived and died were very unlike our own, 
ot the great principles" underlying life 
ire tho some in every age. The clement* 
hat brought suooes then will bring HUC- 
oss now, uud tho evils that shipwrecked 
men's livou then will shipwreck them 
ww. "Men may come, nnd men may go," 
'tit principles remain the same forever. 
Absalom had tho best of early advantages. 
lis father David gathered nbont him the 
trongest and choicest intellectual nnd 
piritunl peoplo of his land and ngo. In 
his fresh, bracing atmosphere bin early 
.ays went pant. Ho was well born. Ho 
nnerited n magnificent physique, robust, 
)hysioal health, and largo intellectual 
>owers and possibilities; yet the life of 
his genius, before whom were openod tho 
most magnificent prospects ot bis timer, 
made utter shipwreck of himself. He 
whose dust should have been followed, 
jy u nation's tears nnd u nation's grnti- 
ndc, to tho most costly of mausoleum*, 
was followed hy u nation's hiss beneath a 
•>ilo of stones in the truus-Jorduuiowil- 
.oruess. 
H'3 is not tho only man of groat powti- 
lilities and grand opportunities who has 
made shipwreck of himself. Tho world 


full of those who might bo good and 


metal, but who throw their lives away 
'ho storms of pride and passion nro oon- 
tnntly driving men from tho true course 
>t life into the white tangled foam ot the 
ireakers where they are forever lost. 


The speaker then unfurled the causes 


which led to the shipwreck of Absalom, 
md so of men in our day. They woro as 
ollows: First, the spirit of revenue which 
Absalom nursed iu his bronst for years. 
:u seeking to take Amuon's natural life 
10 took hia own moral nud Hpiritunl life, 
^o one can all'ord to cherish tho spirit of 
revenge; it recoils with futul violence 
ipon the henrt that holds it. It is n gun 
hat kicks tho man over who shoota it oil', 
.tevouge is at once an assassin uud a sui- 
cide; having killed its victim, it stubs 
teelf to the heart. Beneath the death 
Imnpncss of revenge all of tho higher 
oolings of the soul wither and die. It is 


lightning process of transforming nn 


mgel into a devil. 


His second evil was deccitfnlncBs. His 


bird wns nn unholy ambition. A man 
ought to bo ambitious. It is ouiy nmbi- 
ioiia people that accomplish anything in 
ifo. There in no virtue in indolence. It 
fas all right for Absalom to bo nmbitioiiH 
orovor; but, when iu order to realize that 
lower, he wns trying to strike ouo of the 
nost tondor nnd loving of fathers into 
he dust, he sinned iigniust Heaven nnd 
10 Healed his fate. Ambition is a horse that 
)nods to bo carefully held in chock, 
Whenever n mnn trnmulcH on the mostua- 
ircd relationship of life, us they some- 
imvB do, for ambition's sake, tho light- 
lings of God usually senthi) nud lilnst 
aeni into tlm dust, Let our ambition 
or fidelity, purity, integrity nnd loving 
oynlty to Ood and mnn bo rognant in the 
Dill, 
Agniu, Absnlom lived without Ood. Ho 


ook his dcHtiny wholly into his own 
innds. He did not auk God's guidance. 
When men insist on tnkirig tliuir liven 
nto their own bauds, Ood often lots them 
mve their own wny, nnd ronp Iho couse- 
pionceH. "Tho blind lending tho blind"
